ME KENNEDY was in Costa Rica to 
confer “with the leaders-of-the-five 
Central-American republics, which lie, 
we must note,. not 
only across the Carib

between Panama and 
Mexico on the main- 
land. For. some time, 
trouble has been 
brewing in Panama 
over the canal. In the

Without the co-operation of Mexico, 
a tight containment of Castro’s agerits 
is virtually impossible. For once the 
agents are out of Cuba and on the 
mainiand,. the a rative task of 
checking them in 20 different countries 
is gigantic. 

One of the undiscussed problems of 
diplomacy is how to persuade Mexico 
to co-operate in the containment of 
Castro. For Mexico maintains diploma- 
tic relations with Cuba and is unim- 
pressed by our anxiety about Castro.
